What's News - the media report 



The FCC invited comments on a couple proposals for the 
establishment of a micropower broadcasting system. However, we 
didn't get any info on this until it was too late to publish the 
info. The comment period ended 05 March. We are aware of two 
proposals; one from the Berkeley group which we support almost 
completely, and one from a couple in Reston,VA, which we cannot 
agree with in principle. The Berkeley proposal would establish 
several frequencies with a maximum power output of 50 or 100 
watts but would mandate non-commercial operation, which is 
slightly Impractical. He does, however, suggest converting TV 

wh' h i ■ ■ i': I'xce 1 lent ' suggestion. The Reston proposal would 
establish ONE frequency nationwide for use by ONE watt stations 
giving them each coverage of about one square mile, which would 
create a major headache for the FCC to administer. On the other 
hand, with all those microcasting "cells" and a $50 
registration/license fee, the FCC just might look approvingly 
at this proposal. Let's see: More than 3.5 million 1 sq mile 
"cells" in the USA, times $50 - US$175 million... That's 
practically their entire budget; they just might go for it! [from 
the FRN web site thanks to Steve Foehner and "The Dude")

ACE every month so that it gets sent to the printer in a timely fashion. We all appreciate the 
excellent work that Pat and Steve are doing in Virginia to keep our club functioning on a 
routine basis. 

NICK GRACE ON IRAQ CLANDESTIN ES 

ACE member Nick Grace has been doing some very significant research into the operation of 
Iraq clandestine stations. He forwards some key new information that by now is referenced on 
his excellent http://www.qsl.net/ybOrmi "Clandestine Radio Intel" internet world wide web 
site. Nick notes that Ahmed Chalabi, who holds the top position in the Iraqi National 
Congress, said in March 2 testimony before the United States Senate in favor of additional 
USA aid to covert Iraqi groups. Chalabi said that the Iraqi National Congress "rejects the 
Central Intelligence Agency's characterization of a small group of ex-Iraqi army officers as a 
major Iraqi opposition party. The INC deplores recent CIA-sponsored radio broadcasts 
promoting military rule of Iraq. It is not up to the CIA to determine Iraq's leadership- it is up to 
the Iraqi people." 

Nick notes that in the March 1 Washington Post, a "US-government owned transmitter in 
Kuwait" airs Iraqi National Accord clandestine programs al-Mustaqbal (The Future) and Iraqi 
Army Radio on MW frequencies between 1557 and 1584 kHz. ThePost says that this same 
Kuwait site has been used for transmitting Iraqi National Accord clandestines in the past. The 
Post also notes that "Support is growing within the US government to build the INC another 
radio station: Radio Free Iraq." It is these INA broadcasts that Chalabi of the INC is 
complaining about. 

In other testimony at thq Senate hearing, former CIA Director James Woolsey indicated his 
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support for the Radio Free Iraq proposal. Woolsey pointed out that Lech Walesa ol Poland US 
Vaclav Havel of the Czech Republic have said that "Radio Free Europe was the llngli nwflj 
important thing that the United States did during the Cold War." ThePost noted thai Othi I 
who support the Radio Free Iraq concept include Republican Presidential candidal! Id IN 
Forbes and US Secretary of State Madeline Albright. The newspaper said thai US lodfftl 

administration officials "are considering using $4 million earmarked in this year 1 ! M 

States Information Agency authorization to create a Radio Free Iran for Radio I r« 
instead." The money, set at $2 million annually for two years, could either be used (bl itll

MEXICAN CLANDESTINE ACTIVITY IN CHIAPAS? 

Veteran DXer Don Moore forwards a very interesting item from the Febniin \ 
Herald newspaper redistributed via the Agencia Informativa Pulsar network in Quito. I i m.iiI.h 
on broadcasting activity in the southeastern Mexican state of Chiapas. Herald reports) AihIh I 
Oppenheimer, citing "an internal Mexican government document seen by the Herald, 1 • 
that human rights groups from the USA and from Europe "are allegedly helping ZapatlaU 
guerrillas set up rebel radio stations" with the goal of developing a "liberated /din " in 
Chiapas. 

The government document blames three organized groups for this effort:; Chicago hUflMfl 
rights group Enlace Civil (translating as Civic Liaison), New York-based Pastors I'm \'< >■< . 
and the Humanitarian Law Project from California. All three groups denied thai the) Ifl 
involved in the activity. The Mexican government has been somewhat paranoid aboul out Idl 

agitators in Chiapas. According to Mexican government sources, 4,500 Americans h || 

human rights groups are active in Chiapas. 

I have been curious about the fact that other than the apparently mythical La Voz de ( 'hltpal 
Libre, there has been little or perhaps no clandestine radio activity in Chiapas. Then- n mufl 1 
considerable political unrest there, including occasional clashes between Zapati: 1 
Mexican military forces, and civilians who are sometimes victims of armed force. We ihoulfl 
keep our eyes on this situation. 

FM "CLANDESTINE" IN AUSTIN 

Many veteran ACE members will remember the name of Artie Bigley, who was one "I thl 
first members of our club in the early I980's. Artie sends in an article from the Februarj | 
edition of the Austin Statesman newspaper in Texas, which covers a micropirate using the] II 1 
of Radio Tejas. It operates on 95.9 MHz from Austin, having moved from a former frequent j 
of 88.5 MHz. Station operator Keith Parry describes this station as a clandestine, not n pint* 
Programming includes information that Parry says is not covered by the mainstream prefj 
including anti-USA government topics made famous or notorious by shortwave stations 1UI I 
as WWCR. \ 



Parry says that the confrontation at Waco between the USA Justice Department and the 
Branch Davidian sect was the motivation for creation of his FM pirate/clandestine. In the past 
he has used programming from the American Freedom Network in Colorado, but his 
broadcasts are currently dominated by shows produced at Republic Radio in Michigan and 
relayed via satellite. Other programming includes Amerinet shows produced in Tampa, 
Florida, and something with an acronym of AFN that is probably Armed Forces Radio. Local 
shows feature "Austin political gadfly" Jeff Davis at 7:00 pm on Mondays and talk shows 
hosted by Parry. 

The station has used a series of transmitters, but they currently fire up a 90 watt model that 
covers a radius of about 15 miles. The Austin Statesman article notes that conspiracy theories 
and other WWCR-like content is common on the station. Parry maintains that obscenity and 
calls to violence are kept off the air. As Bud Stacey continually documents in his ACE 
column, FM pirates operate with consistent lengthy schedules, so they are significantly 
different from the shortwave pirates that tend to operate intermittently. VariousRadio World 
articles in February and March said that the FCC estimates that "hundreds" of FM 
micropirates are currently active in the United States. 

Zacharias Liangas of Italy sends in a log of Radio Southern Azerbaijain. He heard them on 
7095 kHz March I at 1629 UTC. He noted that a female announcer began the program in 
Azerbaijaini language, giving an address in Austria and a telephone number that Zacharias did 
not list. Although Zacharias heard this transmission with a fine signal, it would be inaudible 
on 41 meters this time of year in North America so close to local noon on the east coast. 



TEXAS REPUBLIC 

ACE member Gigi Lytle of Texas sent in an article about the Texas Republic a couple of 
months ago, which 1 just found after misplacing it. Sorry, Gigi! This is a splinter group of the 
Republic of Texas. Since many consider the Republic of Texas to be a splinter group, this 
must be a very small splinter, hi. Leader David Johnson believes that he is a prophet that will 
lead God's people in a nonviolent revolt against the United States. Johnson says he is the head 
of what is the legitimate government of Texas, with about 200 supporters. He plans to use a 
theocratic system of government. His platform includes no racism, no corporations, return to 
the gold and silver standard of money, the replacement of taxes with a 1 0% tithe, elimination 
of the army to be replaced by county sheriffs, freedom of the press, and the return of women to 
a place back in the house, where they will be the keepers of morals. I don't think that 
Samantha Jones or the Spam Radio lady will be too happy with the latter point of the platform. 
Gigi's article from the Lubbock Avalanche-Journal contained no mention of radio activity 
from this group. 

BBCMS CLANDESTINE SUMMARIES 

Given this month's early column deadline, we are not able to summarize recent BBCMS 
clandestine news, courtesy of Monitoring Times magazine. The current BBCMS information 
has not arrived early enough. But, 1 do have a backlog of BBCMS clandestine station profiles 
that were sent out to subscribers within the last month or so. Therefore, I'll list them here for 
those who may want to target these clandestine broadcasters. 
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Eritrea. Sawt al Haqq (the Voice of Truth in English) has been on the air since at least 
November 1 997. It's operated by the Eritrean Islamic Jihad Movement. BBCMS speculates 
that it uses the same Sudan transmitter that also is used by the Voice of Free Eritrea and the 
Voice of Democratic Eritrea. Programs are scheduled daily in Arabic and Tigrigna for a half 
hour at 1600 UTC on 9230 kHz. BBCMS notes that "times may vary." 

Sawt Eritrea al-Hurrah (Arabic ID) and Demtsi Natsa Eritrea (Tigrigna ID), meaning the 
Voice of Free Eritrea in English, materialized at the same time as the Voice of Truth. It claims 
to be the voice of the Eritrean National Alliance, which is an umbrella organization with 
members such as the Eritrean Liberation Front, Eritrean Islamic Jihad, and the Eritrean 
Liberation Front - National Council. Programming opposes the Eritrean government. The 
schedule on 9230 kHz is for a half hour at 1 530 UTC. 




Sawt Eritrea al-Dimuqratiya - Sawtu Jabhat al-Tahrir al-Eritrea (Arabic ID), which translates 
to the Voice of Democratic Eritrea - The Voice of the Eritrean Liberation Front Revolutionary 
Council, also runs at daily program on 9230 kHz for a half hour at 1500 UTC. It gives an 
address via ELFRC, PO Box 2000434, Bonn, Germany, with a telephone number of +49 022 
835618, 

Andit Nesta Ethiopia Dimts Radio Angelgilot (Amharic ID), translating as the 
;e of United and Free Ethiopia, has been on the air since at least June 1997. It is the voice 
if the United Front of Ethiopians formed by the Ethiopian National Congress. BBCMS notes 
that DF bearings indicate Central Asia as their transmitter site. Supposedly this group formerly 
operated the Voice of Ethiopian Patriotism in 1992 and Free Radio Voice of Ethiopian unity 
in 1993 and 1994. The schedule is a one hour program on Sundays and Wednesdays at 1615 
UTC on 7570 kHz. The postal address is PO Box 547, Swathmore, PA 19081, with 
unite@ethiopia.org for e-mail. At their http://www.ethiopia.org web site, the program is 
audible in RealAudio. 

Iraq. Sawt al-Iraq al-Tha'ir (Arabic ID), translating into English as the Voice of Rebellious 
Iraq, BBCMS says that the station is associated with the Supreme Assembly of the Islamic 
Revolution of Iraq. It presumably uses a transmitter in Iran, and is apparently not associated 
with the CIA Iraqi clandestines that Nick Grace covered for us this month. The station has 
been on the air since March 1991. It uses various frequencies, all of which are not in 
simultaneous use, including 1431, 1539, 6330, the 7050-7100 range, and frequencies between 
8000 and 8200 kHz. They also announce an FM frequency of 100.41 MHz (sic). Broadcasts 
are in Kurdish, and move one hour earlier in the summer. BBCMS lists a schedule of 0330- 
0600 and 1300-1530 on 6020 kHz, as well as a two hour medium wave show at 2100 UTC on 
1386 kHz. The addresses for this one are PO Box 11365/738, Tehran Iran; or PO Box 
37155/146, Qom, Iran; or PO Box 36802, Damascus, Syria.

CATALOGS: It's really fun to find another source of stuff to build and/or repair from when 
new catalogs arrive at your door! Recently I received two catalogs that are of value to radio 
nuts everywhere! 

First, that of "Alternative Energy Engineering" (PO Box 339, Redway, CA 95560, orders only: 
800-777-6609; tech support: 800-800-0624; and available at http://wwv.alt.energy.com. 
These folks offer products to help you cut loose from the power grid- their motto is, "Power 
from the sun, wind and water", so they pretty well cover it all! They have a good selection of 
batteries and solar panels that can support anything from a radio on a mountaintop to a full 
household (in proper configuration, of course!). My copy showed a cover price of $4, but they 
sent it free.. ..browse those magazines with "free reader cards"! 

Next was a thick catalog from "Tech America" (PO Box 1981, Fort Worth, TX 76 1 01 -i 981; 
order line: 800-877-0072; FAX: 800-813-0087; customer service: 800-613-7080). Lots of 
discrete parts as well as books, test gear, communications equipment, kits and a whole lot 
more! Tech America carries Rainbow Kit and Velleman Kit,. both of which their FM 
transmitters have been reviewed in past issues. Best of all, there's NO minimum order! 
Both magazines are high quality "slicks", worth having on the shelf as sources- get yours 
today! 

STATION PROFILE/EQUIPMENT REVIEW: This month brings "Circle K" to light and a 
piece of gear they're using! "Circle K" is an FM pirate who remotes broadcasts from one 
location to a transmitter site (or, at least, that was the plan months ago!- how's it going?). The 
idea is to beam the signal to the targeted location and pick up the transmitter at a later, more 
convenient time. THAT way, if "someone" happens upon the transmitter site, all they'll get is 
the transmitter, not the operator! 

"Circle K" sent me a little unit called "Soundfeeder SF120", a wireless CD player adapter. 
This is a little unit that mates to a portable CD player and plays back through your car's stereo. 
The SF120 is a small BA1404-based, variable-frequency FM stereo oscillator; one can choose 
between three sub-bands: 88-92, 92-98 and 98-108 MHz and is tunable over those sections 
with a variable control. It takes one "AA" 1.5 volt battery for power; it's antenna is only 6" 
long, total length telescoped and 3" retracted. It will also swivel to any position. The only 
other control is an "on-off ' switch; there's an "audio in" jack on the left side for input from the 
CD player. 

I slapped in a hot battery & tried the range on the SF120 with my home stereo; I got a 
disappointing 5'- all the way to the couch! This wouldn't be a problem in a car, due to the unit 
usually being laid on the front seat. "Circle K" uses the SF120 for their basic transmitter, 
inputting to a Free Radio Berkeley amplifier of a few watts. I'm sure that "K" removed the 
antenna & mated the SF120 to the amp with coax.. ..The SF120 is from Arkon Resources, Inc., 
Arcadia, CA, but made in China (where it seems lots of our jobs are heading, too), and 
complies with all FCC rules & regs involving Part 15 devices. 

DX OPPORTUNITY?: I was made aware lately of something else to monitor on our 
shortwave radios: "cordless" telephone extensions! No, not the old 1 MHz frequencies, 
although some may still be working today. I'm talking about the Radio Shack Wireless Phone 
Jack System (RS# 43^60) transmitter. The receiver is #43-161. These units can be used 
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■e in a home, garage or wherever that is serviced by a single power main. The wireless 
system is really wired: it uses carrier current over AC power lines within the home. The only 
thing wireless about it is that it transmits on approximately 3.03 MHz FM! From what I'm also 
told, it transmits plenty of multiple harmonics: 6.06, 9.09, etc. MHz! If you live in a 
neighborhood, tune in & see what you hear! By the way, I was also told that these units are 
NOT covered under the Electronic Communications Privacy Act, being neither cordless nor 

-. Let me know if you hear any of these carrier current units in operation!

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Covert Comms By Tom Sevart

Throughout the HF spectrum can be found numerous unidentified beacons transmitting 
24 hours a day. For years various signals have been popping up repeating the same 
transmission while apparently sending no traffic. 

The single-letter CW channel markers have been noted all over the HF bands for 
decades. Many years ago, various stations repeating a single CW letter could be found. 
These have all but disappeared, although there are a few "P" markers left. These signals 
have been found to be operated by the Russian Navy to mark channels used for RTTY 
transmissions. After listening to one for some time, you may hear one sending "UMS 
UMS UMS" and a string of numbers, which would be followed by a RTTY transmission 
that consists of 5F groups. UMS is an ITU-allocated callsign for Murmansk Radio. 

Similar to the channel markers are the single-letter cluster beacons. Cluster beacons 
are several different stations close together in frequency repeating a single CW letter. 
These beacon clusters may be used for propagation beacons as opposed to channel 
markers. In all the years these clusters have been heard, no traffic has ever been 
noticed as with the regular channel markers. Also, with the signals being so close 
together, it would be very hard to send traffic with one station without interfering with the 
others. Cluster beacons are still around, although mainly heard, in Europe. They can be 
heard on 3594, 4557, 5154, 7039, 8495, 10872, 13635, 17015', & 20991. Normally, a C, 
D, and S are heard grouped together, each letter sent at a different speed. 

For several years, European listeners have been familiar with the "buzzer" found on 
4625 kHz. This station consists of an AM carrier that repeats a buzz every second or so. 
At the top of the hour, an alternating two-tone buzz is sent for about a minute, at which 
the intermittent buzz returns. This station has been DF'ed to an area in the Ukraine in 
Russia. This station transmitted for several years sending nothing but the buzz until the 
24th of December 1997. According to the ENIGMA newsletter, at 2145 the buzzing 
stopped and was replaced by a series of beeps. These continued until 2202 when 
various announcements were made in Russian using the same male voice used for the 
Russian counting stations. This was replaced by (possibly) place names and two 4F 
groups. The whole thing was repeated, and then three tones were sent which were 
replaced by the beeping, which were soon replaced by the buzzing. No other messages 
have been heard since. 

Also in Europe, on 3757 kHz, there is a beeper that continuously sends a beep, almost 
one per second, 24 hours a day. No explanation has ever been found. 

Here in the states, on 1740 kHz is a beacon in MCW that transmits "IS1HT" around 
the clock. This beacon was first noticed in December of last year and has been heard 
continuously since. It has been rumored that this beacon is located on an oil rig off the 
coast of Texas. It has also been theorized that this beacon may also be connected to an 
illegal drift net somewhere in the Atlantic Ocean. The signal is usually S9 at my inland 
location, so I don't think that this explanation is plausible, especially since the beacon 
has been transmitting for over three months at such strong levels. This signal has been 
heard with good levels all over North America. 

On 6801 kHz on at least three different occasions I have heard a two-tone beeping 
signal. This signal consists of a rising tone followed by a falling tone, sounding like 
"bedeep, bedoop." It also ID'S in CW about every 15 minutes with the callsign KGD34. 
This callsign is allocated to a state highway department, but I doubt that is its purpose. 
Only more monitoring will shed light on this station. 6802 kHz is used by some of the 
counting stations.
